Japan Explains 
Minister's Remark 



Answered Question as to Brit 
aln's Army In Light of 
Recent Treaty, 



Majority qf the English Papers 
Deem the Explanation 
8atlsfactory- 



Tokio, Feb. 1. — An elucidation of the 
interpolation of the minister of war, 
General Terauchl, at a meeting of the 
budget committee of the diet yester- 
day shows that M. Olshl, leader of the 
progressive party, Interpolated the war 
minister as to the extent of the ex- 
pansion of the Japanese army which 
■would be necessary by an enforcement 
of the provisions- of the Anglo-Japan- 
ese alliance. In so doing M. Olshl 
remarked that the British army was 
not undergoing a development equal 
to that of the British navy, and lie 
asked If the British army did not re- 
quire improvement to avoid a one- 
sided responsibility. General Terau- 
chl replied in the affirmative, evidently 
mindful, it is explained, of the provi- 
sions contained In Article VII. of the 
agreement between Great Britain and 
Japan which was signed on August 12 
last. 

Explanation Is Satisfactory 

London, Feb. i. — The explanation in 
/ the despatch from Tokio of yesterday's 
date elucidating the reply of General 
Terauchl, the Japanese minister of 
war, to the interpellation by Mr. Oishi 
regarding the British army is accepted 
by the majority of the London morning 
papers as satisfactory. The long edi- 
torials on the matter, however, do not 
conceal the Njeling of impatience that 
the question should be raised in such 
a novel manner and in a way offensive 
to British amour propre. 

The Daily Mail still insists that It 
is a public slight upon a friendly and 
allieu nation which calls for a diplo- 
matic protest. It declares that the 
Japanese embassy admits that General 
Terauchl's reply constitutes a breach 
of international etiquette. 

An Unnecessary Fuss 

The Dally Telegraph, representing 
the general opinion, thinks that the in- 
cident lias caused an unnecessary fuss. 
It admits that Mr. Oishi's question was 
indiscreet, but says that only General 
Terauchl's reply counts. It assumes 
that the minister really affirmed the 
clause of the agreement to the effect 
that the contracting parties will from 
time to time consult one another upon 
all questions of national interest. 

An important outcome of the inci- 
dent appears to be the realization by 
the British public that the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty involves some respon- 
sibility which hitherto has been un- 
noticed, but even here the papers dis- 
agree. The pro-Japanese Morning Post, 
for example, argues that there is 
nothing in the terms of the treaty 
requiring either power to modify its 
naval or military arrangements.

Synopsis of premier's remarks on 
pack train. 

On August 1-1, 1899, the gold com- 
missioner at Rossland issued a certifi- 
cate of improvement in favor of the 
Puck Train Mineral claim. 

According to sections 28 and .'17 of 
the Mineral Act this could only bo im- 
peached on the ground of fraud upon 
suit by the attorney general. 

At the request of Mr. Hanley who 
claims to 'be entitled to said mineral 
claim, under the name of the Legal Ten- 
der, a suit was instituted by the attor- 
ney general in the supreme court to have 
the certificate of improvement cancelled, 
on the ground that it was obtained by 
fraud. This suit came on before Mr. 
Justice Martin and wns dismissed. It 
was then sought by a petition of right 
for which a liat. was asked, to have an- 
other trial on the same facts. The gov- 
ernment after carefully going into the 
matter came to the conclusion that it 
was not one on which a liat could be 
granted, the claim being already ns 
judicata. / 

Mr. .). R. Brown was not satisfied 
with the premier's decision. Even if 
Haney failed to establish an allegation 
of fraud it did not follow that Haner 
hail no claim against the province.

The chief commissioner of lands 
and works may sell any binds which 
may become forfeited t" the crown un- 
der the provisions of this Act, to any 
person at such price as he may from 
tittle to time put upon the same, but 
such price shall . not be less than the 
price or similar lands under the 'Land 
Ac!.' The lands so forfeited tp the 
crown shall not be subject to preemp- 
tion under the provisions of the 'Land 
Act.' " • 

■Section 4, line 9— That the words 
"town lots and villa lots," occurring in 
the ninth line of section 4, be Struck 
out, anil the words "lots not exceeding 
ono acre in area" be inserted in lieu 
thereof. 

Section 10— That section -12 of said 
Act be amended by striking out the 
word "taxes," where it occurs in the 
twelfth line thereof, and Substituting 
therefor the word "assessments." 

That section 28 or the said Act he 
struck out and the following section in- 
serted in lieu thereof: 

"28. If the inspector of dykes fails to 
sell any land at, any such public auction 
or adjournment thereof, at upset price, 
the said land shall become absolutely 
forfeited to and vested in the crown for 
tin: use of the province free from all 
encumbrances, at the expiration of 

twelve months from the date of such 
public unction or adjournment thereof, 
unless the assessed owner np- 
ipk'nring oil said advertised list of unpaid 
assessments, or his heirs, executors, ad- 
ministrators or assigns, shall pay to the 
inspector of dykes before the expira- 
tion of said twelve months the' amount 
of the upset price til which said land was 
offered at said sale, with interest there- 
on at the rale or :-i:< per centum per 
annum from the date of sale, together 
also with the assessments due up to 
the date of rs-purchast' with interest 
thereon at the rate of six per centum 
per annul front" the date such assess- 
ments bfc'COmo due. If payment of the 
amounts above set forth is not made to 
the inspector of dykes before the expir- 
ation of said twelve months, lie shall, 
within one month thereafter, prepare a 
certificate under his hand, in duplicate, 

selling: forth that the lands n tinned 

therein have been publicly exposed for 
sale for unpaid assessments on the day 
appointed for that purpose by the Act. 
and that no sale having been effected 
and I he amounts due being still unpaid, 
the lands are thereby absolutely forfeit- 
ed to and vested iu the crown, free from 
all encumbrances. The inspector of 
dykes shall forward fine copy of such 
certificate to the district registrar of the 
district in which said land is situated 
and the other copy lo the chief commis- 
sioner of lands anil works, who shall 
duly register the same io their respoe- 
tice records. 

"(1.1 Upon any such forfeiture the 
owner shall thereupon 1ii> released from 
all liability in respect of the assessments 
upon the hind so forfeited ns aforesaid. 

"(2.) Any sale of such land .forfeited 
shall be made on condition thai the land 
sold shall 'be liable for assessments 
which would thereafter have accrued 
thereon but for such forfeiture."

LIFE SAVING AND HEROES. 

Elsewhere is published an account of 
a heroic deed by a Capt Castro, master 
of a fishing schooner, and two of his 
men, who In the face of sea and wind 
and mist .rescued 55 persons from a 
ship stranded on the breakers orf the 
coast of New Jersey. It had been con- 
eldered too grave a task for life-boats 
to attempt. It is not given to every 
person to be a hero, although he may 
be ever so anxious to save life. A man 
may be brave, and he may not fear 
death, but In nine cases out of ten men 
do not know how to be heroes. There 
are several essentials of heroism: 
Great courage, great endurance, con- 
tempt of death, presence of mind and 
knowledge of what to do. The llsher- 
men In question possessed all of these 
things; but above all else they knew 
what ought to have been done, and how- 
to do it. What was done on this oc- 
casion demonstrates in a striking man- 
ner what is possible when there is 
u resolute effort to succeed. No man 
can be a hero who is afraid to take 
chances or death as au alternative of 
defeat, who speculates on the odds of 
saving his own life as well. No mail 
should be prepared to blame others for 
not being heroes in a trying situation, 
unless he himself would be willing to 
change places with them. In life sav- 
ing attempts it would be folly to at- 
tempt to be heroes without knowing 
how. Courage most often comes of the 
calm confidence in one's own powers.

From intimations reaching us through 
semi-official channels, It would appear 
that the Ottawa authorities are deter- 
mined that the commission to enquire 
into the Valencia disaster Is to remain 
as it is. Having been prompt to take 
the advice of the inner circle of advisers 
in Victoria, they propose to stand by 
the decision. It is a maxim of 
expediency that government

FOR PROTECTION. 

Captain Lanqley Tells Seattle Mariners 
of Victoria Resolutions. 

A meeting of marine men held at the 
Merchants' Exchange at Seattle on 
Tuesday, addressed by Captain AVallace 
Langley of this city, ratiiied a resolu- 
tion asking for the establishment of a 
complete life saving station on Tatoosh 
Island, the installation of a heavy tele- 
graph cable between Tatoosh Island 
and the mainland at Neah Bay, and an 
entire new charting of the North Pa- 
cific coast, including the entrance! 
waters of the Strait of Juan de Fuca. 

The meeting was called primarily to 
discuss the means of remedying the 
situation, and a committee will be 
appointed within the next ten days to 
confer with the Seattle Chamber of 
Commerce and the Seattle Commercial 
Club with a view to securing the in- 
troduction of a bill in congress like 
that outlined in the resolutions, by the 
Washington congressional delegation. 

Captain Wallace Lamgley of Victoria, 
who visited the riflene of the Valencia 
disaster on the Queen, and who has 
been tugboating in Vancouver Island 
coast waters for the past ten years, 
read a resolution adopted by the mas- 
ter mariners' convention held January 
25 at Victoria, just prior to the big 
mass meeting called by the mayor. 

The resolution read by Captain Lang- 
ley petitioned the Canadian govern- 1 
mont to grant the construction of a I 
road from Capo Beale, following the 
coast line to Cape San Juan, and for 
the establishment of lifeboat stations 
at Bamficld and Fort Snn Juan. The 
concluding clause of the resolution 
asked for a suitable steamer, thor- 
oughly equipped to patrol the west 
coast of Vancouver Island, and to have 
wireless Instruments aboard. 

Mr. Bernard Belly. British vice con- 
sul. In the course of u brief address 
urged united action by the two govern- 
ments in the establishment of proper 
and sufficient life saving apparatus on 
the north coast, and said that public 
sentiment would prevail largely In 
bringing pressure to bear to accomplish I 
such results. 

Captain W. S. Wiley, a well known i 
steamboat man, advocated the Installa- 
tion of a more serviceable telegraph 
cable between Tatoosh Island and the 
mainland, this being later embodied hi; 
the final resolution. 

Captain James Carroll recommended ; 
that a rechartlng of the North Pacific, 
coast waters be made, and that the 
government be asked to authorize this | 
work at once. He stated further that 
charting of the dangerous coast 
hud been made in many years.

Indinniipolis, Fob, 1.— The joint scale 
committee of the central competitive 
district consisting of western Pennsyl- 
vania," Iljinois iiiol Indiana, came to a 
final disagreement today.

As they came out of the smooth wa- 
ter and went Into the head seas the 
little vessel careened fearfully, rearing 
until her jib pointed skyward and 
pitching until her nose pole was far 
under the waves.

Stcanujr Queen City, Cant. Townsend, 
readied port lust night with fifty tons 
of whale oil and fifty tons of fertilizer 
to be ndded to u large -shipment on t ho 
ocean dock for loading on the liner Tol- 
oniaclius which was yesterday dis- 
charging her inward cargo at the ocean 
dock from Liverpool via ports of the 
Orient. 

The Queen City, which brought three 
.bodies of wreck victims, reported that 
the steam whaler Orion had a most suc- 
cessful month, having taken 34 whales, 
with one more day to work. Three a 
day had been taken for some days past. 
The whalers are tilling as many bar- 
rels as the steamers Queen City and 
Otter can keep the station supplied. 

News was brought by the Queen 
City that the British ship King Dav- 
id has broken up completely, The King 
David's spars were not seen when the 
steamer was on her up trip ,aad on the 
way down it was seen that the in- 
sweeping seas had broken up the hull. 
The King David struck on Unje reef 
on December 13 and on her last trip 
tlibl Queen City picked up (.'apt. David- 
sou and the survivors. Eight, includ- 
ing the first officer, were drowned when 
Koing to Cape Beale to seek assistance. 
The master is still here. The appren- 
tices have been sent on board the ships 
Foretoviot and Balmoral now loading 
on the Sound. 

The Queen City passed the wreck of 
■the Valencia on her northbound trip 
during thick weather and did not hear 
of the disaster until arrival at Barn- 
field on the afternoon of the 23fd. The- 
steamer was at Clo-oose at 1 p. m. oir 
the 23rd, an hour before the news was 
telegraphed to Victoria of the wreck. 
There was then rain and fog, witli a 
.fresh breeze and the sea was rising, 
On(> of the canoes which came alone- 
side was upset when going ashore, but 
the occupants made their way to shore 
in safety. The steamer rounded Cape 
Beale at 3:30 p. m.. not long after the 
wreck survivors had arrived there and 
there was then a strong southeast 
breeze, with thick fog, Bnmlleld was 
readied at 5:44 p. in., and there the 
news was given to Cnpt.

The Siberian Rising 
Advices from Japan by the Empress 
of China show that the outbreak . at 
Vladivostok was well planned, the in- 
tention being to commence disturb- 
ances at many places in Siberia. 
Sakhalien refugees collected at Habar- 
ovsk made common cause with the 
revolutionists and are said to intend 
making a raid on the island when the 
ice breaks. Reports from other quar- 
ters say the revolutionary spirit, hith- 
erto confined to points on the railway, 
is widely spread In the Interior. A 
battle occurred between the garrison I 
at Irkutsck and Cossacks, in which I 
over 1,500 were killed. A despatch says 
Cossacks threw over 1 .300 Into Lake! 
Baikal through holes in the ice. The 
garrisons in Siberia ore becoming de- 
moralized because of the growth of 
the revolutionary movement. 

Famine Severe 
The famine? conditions in North 
Japan, are becoming awful, thousands 
suffering from starvation, and many 
are dying. The government is organ- 
izing relief and foreign committees arc 
distributing rice in the famine dis- 
tricts. One third of the population of 
2,820,000 in the three stricken prov- 
inces are In distress.

The legal aspei-r of the affair will

The value of I he cargo cniinot be asceii- 
tained at the present time, and in all 
probability will remain a mystery, as 
no claims can be filed with the exception 
of tho. e against tln>'>insurancc compan- 
ies, which do not Marly cover the total, 
amount of the merchandise on board.

"So far iw the European or white 
races are concerned." Mr. McKinley said, 
"there is no iniiuegration problem. ThJf 
country is the better for every white 
man. strong and willing to work, who 
seeks shelter here. It is only in dealing 
witli the Asiatic races that the bars 
should lie put up and kept up. There 
should be no discrimination between the 
Japanese and the Chinese. They are 
both cut of the enme cloth — they both 
come to exploit the country for their own 
gain, underselling the labor market, liv- 
ing on 20 cents a day and sending their 
earnings to their native land every 
mouth.
